‘Two of the most respec- 
ted ind celebrated 
manag In Europe, 
England's Ron Green- 
wood and Rumania’s Ist- 
van Kovacs made some 
Pretty outspoken obser- 
vations recently on soc- 
cor. 

Greenwood’s unusual 
outburst was aimed at 
the Press which has 
been on his back for 
months now. 

“Unfortunately, most 
of our British journalists 
have very little- 
knowledge of the game 
and so they plunge from 
one extreme to the 
other," he said. 

“First they glorify our 
players as the best in the 
world, increasing public 
expectations. 

“Then, when we lose, 
they slam managers, 
coaches, players and 
presidents as idiots. 

“This way they can 
publish two sensational 
stories instead of one 
objective one. 

“On top of it, they fir- 
mily believe that outside 
England there is no wor- 
thwhile soccer.” 

Kovacs, now the 
technical director of the 
Rumanian Association is 
‘one of the most astute 
‘soccer brains in Europe, 

Of Hungarian paren- 
tage, Kovacs played in 
the first division team 
Kolozsvar and later his 
coaching career took 
him to Ajax (at their 
peak) and the French 
national side. 

Now he is in charge of 
the Rumanian national 
team’s technical 
Preparations. 

“The problem is that 
most of our coaches lack 
ambition,” he said.

JOHN PERIN is a 
phenomenon in moder soccer 
—a player who has stayed with 
one club throughout a career of 
17 years. 

Ttis a phenomenon that could be in 


its twilight. 
“T'll probably finish this year,” the 
Adelaide City midfield maestro told 


me. 

“T wouldn't mind a break as I 
haven't spent any time with my 
family.” 

Although he began his career in 
the senior team at 17 Perin says he 
has been with the Juventus club for 
almost 26 years. 

He has dominated the Juventus, 
State and Adelaide City sides ever 
since and continues to scare those 
teams who are aware of his talents. 

oe speaks of his loyalty to the 
club. 

“T think it speaks highly of the club 
that one person can spend so much 
time at one employment place — it’s 
ajob realy. 

“There have been opportunities to 
go elsewhere, of course, but I've 
never bothered because the club is a 
part of my life.” 

In 1 Perin was released to 
Melbourne Juventus on a temporary 
lease. 

Tt was a case of having to go as he 
planned to marry in Melbourne that 
jear. 

walter that disappointing year he 
returned to Juventus. 

Another opportunity to move 
occured when Sydney Hakoah 
stepped in to negotiate but Perin 
thought twice about leaving. 

“T've never been an ambitious sort 
of person, and was content to be a big 
fish in a small pond. 

“The club has always looked after 
me Snel so I've never had 
reason to go elsewhere.” 

He has seen a big turnover of 
players. 

He began when Juventus greats 
Charlie Di Bartolo and Fulvio Pagani 
were ending their careers, 

“I've seen some good players come 
and go but with no disre: ie ‘to those 
we have Playing now, I'think we had 
a better crop of players in the mid 60s 
and carly 70s.

Perin also represented SA 48 
times,

never really bothered me, I was quite

my wages week in and week out. 


He has seen about 12 coaches and 
says their techniques are basically the 
same. 


“Most coaches followed the 
European style of play — indicative 
of the nature of players we had in our 
team. 


“Tt is much easier to teach a team a 
brand of soccer when you have the 
players adaptable t6 that brand of 
soccer — which we've always had. 

“That is probably the reason we 
have done so well over the years. 


“Discipline and emphasis on 
workload has been different from 
coach to coach. 

“Rale was one heck of a 
disciplinarian. He demanded it. 

“Edmund Kreft had his own brand 
of discipline and Les Scheinflug had 
his theory on workload.” 

Perin remembers Joe Viatsis, who 
coached him in his first Australian 
international game. 

Viatsis’ knowledge of the game 
‘was excellent and Perin learned a lot 
from him.

And in international 
soccer it’s invariably the 
Abonyis, Maradonas, 
Zicos, Keegans, Bet- 
tegas and others who 
decide the issue bet- 
ween two physically 
equally prepared teams. 

What, then, should be 
the ideal, reconstructed 
Socceroo squad?
